of Roger Bacon Was celebrated. re 
cently at Oxford University, where 
the famous ghiiosgpher studied some 
years, ; 

Bacon appearr 
many things. which have been real- 
ized, such as the xteamehip, the auto- 
mobile and tke flyin;; machine. 

One of the earliest of Bacon's mincr 


‘| works, the treatise “on the ‘marvcl|: 


‘lous. power o: art and nature,’ was 
first printed Paris in 1542, 
early reputation for magical pow?"s 
and ‘mechauical inventions partly 
arose out of a passage in that trent- 
ise, stating thai it was: possible to 
make “instruments. of navigation 
without mén tv row in them;” “char- 
icts’ moving with unspéakablé force, 
without any living creature in them; 
and even an iustrument ‘to fly 
withal if one sit in the midst of the 
instrument, and do turn an engine, 
by which the wings, being artificially 
composed, may beat the air after the 
manner of a flying bird.” “Also per 
spects may be 60 formed that things’ 
far off shall seem most nigh unto 
us.” He. further states that “from 
saltpetre and other ingredients, wo 
are able to. make a fire that shal 
burn at any distance we please.” 

The sciences’ traversed by Roger 
Bacon in the course of his published 
works include Theology, Speculative 
Philosophy, Mathomatics, Geography, 
Astronomy, Physics, Optics, Chemis- 
try, Experimental Beience and Moral 
Philosophy. He was interested in 
every one of these sciences’ taken 
separately, bythe also realized the 
close coanectfion of all the sciences 
to one another. He tells ‘us, in his 
Opus Tertium- that all the sciences 
are conuected, and foster one ahotier 
with mutual aid.” 


Roger Bacon was profoundly con-} 


vinced of the influence of the stars 
on the life of ‘man. He even held, 
with Albumazar, that the origins of 
all religions, and of their several 
sects, depende!? upon the conjunctions 
of the plane:s; and {ft has been sur- 
mised tuat tLis was one of the ‘no- 
velties” of opinion for which he was 
condemned by the authorities of the 
Franciscan Order. ; 

But sach could only have been part 
of the pretext for the severe sentence 
passed upon nim. The crime of 
which, in the eyes of his superiors, 
he was really guilty was;an unflinch: 
ing devotion to the cause of liberty, 
progress and reform. He was pun- 
ished by persons in authority for the 
unpardonable offence oi holding opin- 
ions in advance of those of his own 
time; but the present generation will 
assuredly rejoice in. the honor that 
is being paid to the memory of one 
who was a votary-of learning. and 
science, a8 W2:k.as a martyr in the 
sacred cause »o? liberty.

At the 
age of twerty-one he was assistant 
engineer on the Trent Canal; from 
1888 to 1900 he was connected with 
the St. Lawrence Canal system, and 
from 1900 to 1912 superintendent of 
the Welland Canal. : When the seri- 
ous break occurre in the Cornwall 
Canal in 1908, Mr. Weller was called 
from St. Catharines to take charge of 
the work. ‘ 

The first shovel started to work on 
October 3, 1913, and the specifications 
provide for the completion of all con- 
tracts in time for thé openius, of the 
eanal in 1918. ~ 

Fifty million dolla is, rongh'y 
gpeaking, Mr. Weller’s estimate of the 
cost of completing the canal. The 
prices so far obtained from the con- 
tractors place the cost considerably 


. below his estimate, and one ambition 


the engineer has is that the whole 
undertaking may be completed and 
“handed over to the government with- 
in the original estimate. 


‘All the work ig being done by con-, 


tract, except the building of ihe lock 
* gates, which are provided by the de- 
partment to insure uniformity of qual 
fity and a lower price, in view of the 
mumber required.

Care Las been taken to 
provide ample safety factors to make 
the cana!- secure against emergen- 
cies. Mr. Weller’s experience wth 
canals has enabled him to intreduce 
fnto his design many improvements 
that will facilitate the ease of opera- 
tion: The locks are all of the same 
size, and the parts are interchange- 
able.

The 
curious thing is that Switzerland is 
the largest producer of absint in 
Europe, and every drop is exported 
under fuil officia! control. The ab- 
sinthe to be procured surreptitiously 
in the Swiss cafes is smuggled through 

from France. i 

In Morocco the absinthe craze has 
become so had that the Sultan has 
prohibited its manufacture, gale or 
mportation. This decree was made 
at the request of General Lyautey, the 
French president in Fez. All travellers 
agree that the effects of drinking ab- 
sinthe in Morocco are appalling. Car- 
avans have been described as laden 


with absinthe, carrying it from the 
coast to the interior.
